The 
waters abound in fish and oysters, and wild 
geese and ducks swarm the bayous. 


Mr. Jeflerson und his wife are now Mourn­ 
ing at this retreat, aud have for their guests 
James B. Wallack and Charles Po|m*, lioth ac­ 
tors. 
Edwin Adams ami wife slopped there 
two weeks, but an engagement at Columbus, 
Ohio, cooqwUed him to leave last week. 
Theac actors, when they get together rural­ 
izing, have a heap of fun among themselves. 
Aliout a week before Ned Adams left the 
Tecbe Jeflerson and ba made a bullock out of 
canvas for the purpose of stalking wild geese, 
which are very aby of human Mugs. .Semi- 
wild cattle roam over portions of these Tecbe 
plantations, aud those who go among them 
on foot are obliged to Im very careful to keep 
from being gored. 
Men ou horseback are 
uever distilled by the cattle. 
The dummy bullock made Ity Jefferson w as 
arranged for two, and after its completion. 
Joe took the front half pMttioa and Ned 
Adams the rear, with their guns in their 
hands, ready to shoot geese as soon as they 
arrived within range. The wo actors took up 
the line of march across the prairie, from Hie 
house, at a slow and lumltering gait, towards 
tho water, where the wild geese were spotting 
and feeding.
